WASHINGTON, April 14.—Senator Squire 


of Washington State today made a most 
vigorous speech in the senate on coast 
defences. He pointed out in opening the 
folly and nonsense of the talk about the 
United States interfering in any interna- 
tional affairs. It was mere bluster, he 
said, when this country was so pitiably 
weak on the seas. 


The Senator said the evidence taken by 


the committee on coast defences as to the 
condition of the sea coast defences was 
that they were lamentable in the extreme. 
Our defensive works are incapable of re- 
sisting modern artillery. The evidence 
was over-whelming that in case of war 
the whole people would suffer immeas- 
urably from the losa of destructible prop- 
erty estimated at 510,000,000,000, exposed 
to the attack or at least heavy assesments 
from an enemy for the purpose of secur- 
ing immunity. 


The president of the chamber of com- 


merce of New York had given careful 
attention to the property risks that would 
be sustained in New York, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City in case of war. He estimated 
the property valued at f lOO.OTO.OOO which 
would be for destruction or imposition by 
ransom in case the enemy captured the 
port of New York City. 


Senator Squire argued that to defend 


the seaport cities by fleets was impracti- 
ticable. It would require the expendi- 
ture of several hundred millions to do the 
work effectively. The policy of building 
a navy at a continued expense with de- 
fenseless shores should be changed. No 
doubt money expended in coast defenses 
would bring better returns protecting the 
country with the same amount of appro- 
priations now made for ships. 


Senator Squires said a glance at the his- 


torical development of the coast defences 
shows the question under consideration 
not to be a new departure. He referred 
to the sea const defenses of the European 
powers and of England's increasing her 
fortiflcatior s in Canada. Our Atlantic and 
Paciflj coasts are so encircled by a chain 
of foreign fortresses and coaling stations 
impervious to attack. Portland, Me., was 
near fortified Halifax; New Orleans was 
within a few hours' rapid steaming of 
the foreign fortified ports of Bermuda, 
Nassau, H:\vana and Kingston. On the 
Pacific coast Sandiago, San Francisco and 
Portland all lay exposed to the helpless 
attack of a foreign power possessed of a 
navy. Our fabulous wealth was the 
mercy of a free booting enemy at any 
time our small scattered navy failed to in- 
tercept the hostile ships. 


Our dry docks, ship-building yards, 


arms-tactories, powder-mills near the 
coast are subject to easy destruction and 
our navy without a protected basis for 
receiving supplies or effecting repairs con- 
stantly required would be useless. 
In 


closing Senator Squire expressed the hope 
that the bill appropriating 180,000,000 for 
sea-coast defenses would be adopted with- 
out serious modification. 


At the close of Senator Squire's speech 


Mr. Chandler took the floor to support" 
the Dupont claim. He said it was the 
first case in the history of the government 
that a governor claimed the right vote for 
a senator.

HAVE HAD A VERY DULL YEAR. 


FOR CLEAN STREETS. 


But Little Improvement Yet Experienced. 


Price of Leather Down where It Be- 
longs. The Future Is Uncertain, but 


Manufacturers era Hopeful. 


Interest in news of manufacturing of 


any kind is always keen in a manufactur- 
ing community, and interest in the shoe 
business here at the present time is espec- 
ially lively because of the long stagnation 
it experienced, and because this is a sea- 
son when usually something is known as 
to the outlook for what is called the fall 
business. The shoe factories of this city 
when in full operation pay out very large 
sums of money in wages every week hence 
their prosperity is a subject of interest 
not only to those directly engaged In the 
business, but to all classes.

brought the business so much nearer to 
the fall trade, and work on fall business 
would begin in his factory next Monday. 
He had always had a good summer and 
he hoped to see it again. The price of 
leather fluctuated so last year that it ser- 
iously interfered with business, but now 
it has settled down to a point which 
ought to enable buyers of shoes to do 
business. The shoe business has been in 
hard lines for many months, but Mr. Cady 
thinks that, barring panics and undue 
election excitment, it ought to be good 
till the fall run is ended at least. 
This 


factory is running full time with about 
one-third of the usual force of employes. 


The Kfimpioii Co. 


George W. Chase of the C. T. Sampson 


Manufacturing company said he could 
not tell much about tbe prospects. 
Last 


year was very dull and it is hard to tell 
what the present season will bring forth, 
as business does not usually start up much 
before May. The shoe business is differ- 
ent from what it used to be. Formerly 
the dealers bought shoes and then sold 
them, but now they sell them first and 
then buy them. Our samples are not all 
out yet and we cannot tell what the busi- 
ness will be until the dealers have found 
out what they can do. Mr. Chase said if 
there was any market for shoes there 
would be nothing to prevent a good bus- 
iness in the manufacturing line. As has 
before been stated, this factory is under- 
going alterations preparatory to making 
more men's shoes, and it is expected this 
change will help the business in the 
future. Tbe factory is not now running 
to its full capacity. 


X. I.. Jllllaril A Co. 


said the fall business is always the best for 
the local shoe manufacturers. We are on 
tbe verge of it now, and already a slight 
improvement is felt. 
The country is 


hoping for a fair fall trade, but considers 
it a little too early to venture a prediction 
as to what it will be. 
The business has 


been very poor for a long time and no one 
can tell how soon is will get back into a 
noiinal condition. Last winter was the 
worst season in the history of the shoe 
business in North Adams. 
This factory 


is running eight hours a day a:id not with 
a full force of help. Until ten days ago it 
had been runn'o? but SPVPH hours a day 
for some tunf.

factoiy it was) learned ttiatabout the usual 
volume of business was being done, al- 
though the conditions were not very satis- 
factory. The factory h»B been running on 
lull time and with a full force since Feb- 
i-i-aryl. Tt was stated here that leather 
was low enough now, but no one could 
tell how long it would stay so. Last year 
it took such a jump after contracts hart 
been made that it demoralized the busi- 
ness and confidence does not yet seetn to 
be restored.

Mr. Fairfteld, of this firm, was like the 


rest of the manufacturers, unprepared to 
make any definite statement as to tbe out- 
look for the shoe business, but, like the 
others, he was full of hope for a gcod fall 
trade. The last three shoe teu.=ons have 
been very dull and unsatisfactory. The 
coming fall season should be better, but 
the business is badly demoralized now. 
Last fall the price of leather began to go 
down and it has been declining over since. 
A fairly gcod business has been done at 
the Holden street factory all winter and 
the factory hns been running in full since 
January 1. A small business ban been 
done at the Ashland street factory, which 
is running eight hours a day and without 
full force. The present position of all in 
the shoe and leather business, said Mr. 
Fairneld, is that of waiting. 


Wllkliiaon A Bllita. 


This is a new factory and has never been 


equipped to the full capacity of the build- 
ing. In common with the other manu- 
facturers the company has experienced 
hard times the past year, but is now run.

of the sewers, but he soon found that tbe 
two branches of work would be more 
than he could properly attend to. Now 
Jobn Marsh bus been appointed to take 
charge of the sewers and Mr. Berry will 
have only the streets to look after and 
this work lip proposes to do in the most 
thorough manner. In bis efforts to keep 
the streets clean ha should have the 
bearty co-operation of all citizens, and 
under the new conditions the thorough- 
fares of the city should present a miicb 
move inviting appcrance tban ever he- 
fore.

Spectator Injured. 


Glen Cove, L. 1, April 14.—During a 


test of the new Dudley powder pneu- 
mutic gun yesterday afternoon the 
piece exploded and Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles and members of the board of 
ordnance had a narrow escape from 
death, or at least severe injury. A 
spectator named Joseph Rome was hit 
by a piece of metal and barely escaped 
with his life. The first test had re- 
sulted satisfactorily and for the second 
experiment a target, composed of a 
large red, white and blue flag was put 
up against a sand bank about 2,100 
yards distant from the gun. Two of 
the dummy missiles had been fired, 
when, on the third attempt to dis- 
charge the gun it exploded, scattering 
broken fragments of metal in every 
direction. 
The officers who were in- 


vestigating Hie merits of the gun were 
standing in a semi-circle behind the 
piece when it exploded, and it is 
marvelous that none of them were in- 
jured, Mr. Rome was hit on the sido 
of the neck by a flying piece of metal 
and an ugly wound resulted. The ex- 
plosion put an end to the tests, but 
another exhibition of the merits of the 
new gun will be given as soon as the 
piece can Le repaired. Tho accident 
is supposed to have beea due to the 
shattering cf the wooden butt of th« 
dummy pr< joctilc and a consequent 
choking of ;he gun. The compressed 
air hud to escape, and the gun burst 
along the li.ies of the least resistance. 


FAVORS A GREATER NEW YORK. 


Certain rrov;«ii.n» of the Frenent Kill 


Faulty thi' Reason for Strong's Veto. 
Albany, \prill4.—The veto message 


of Mayor Strong of Now York city on 
the Lexow 'Jrcater New York bill was 
read iu the senate last night, when it 
was for the first time made public. As 
soon as it v.-as read the message was, 
on Senator Lexow's motion, laid on th« 
table to be printed. The veto messago 
of Mayor V- urster of Brooklyn and tho 
message of approval of Mayor Glcason 
of Long Island City on the same bill, 
which have already been published, 
were also lead and tabled for printing.

AMERICAN SCHOONER HELD. 


The George Whitford Seized of tlie High 


Sens by Colombian Gunboat. 


1'anama, April 14.—The correspond- 


ent of the Star and Herald at Colon 
sends the following- to that journal un- 
der date of April 1: "On March 31 the 
Colombian gunboat Gen. Cordova left 
this port for 1'orto Hello, where, ac- 
cording to rumor, there was a vessel 
which had contravened the laws of the 
republic. About !) p. m. of the same 
day a vessel anchored in this port, the 
Gen. 
C< rdova also anchoring at the 


same time. Last night 1 had an inter- 
view with the captain of the sailing 
vessel, :md he gives his name as Harris 
and that of the vessel as George "Whit- 
ford, lie showed me his papers, which 
are made out on stamped paper, signed 
by a Mr. Nicto. Tho papers are dated 
March 11, and showed that she sailed 
on that date from Cartagena with 
50,000 cocoanuts and ten tons of ivory 
nuts as ballast. Capt. Harris informed 
me that the gunboat overhauled him 
about seven or eight miles from tho 
coast and immediately ordered him to 
return to Colon, but Capt. Harris told 
him that he could not return, as 
he was dispatched from Porto Bcllo 
to Cartagena, and accordingly showed 
the Wliitford papvrs to the captain of 
the Cordova, who refused to examine 
them, saying that he should return to 
Colon. As Captain Harris wanted to 
know the cause of guch proceedings and 
also wanted to proceed on his voyage 
he said that he would allow the cap- 
tain of Cordova to search his vessel; 
but 
he was intimidated and given 


fifteen minutes to decide what he 
would do, and if he did not comply 
with the instructions given his ship 
would be sunk. With such a menace 
he had to obey and return. On arriv- 
ing at Colon a guard of eight soldiers 
was put on board. The guard, how- 
ever, was removed on April 3, after the 
American consul had notified the gov- 
ernor that unless tho vessel was im- 
mediately released an American man- 
of-war would be askr-d for. Tho cap- 
tain of the vessel, it is said, had all his 
papers in proper order and ho claims 
that he was over six miles from the 
coast when he was overhauled.

schooner and has been trading between 
United States and Colombian and other 
coast ports for a number of years. 


Not Even the Benatori from 


Knew That He Was To Bo 


Named—American! at Ha- 


vana Pleased. 


Washington, April 14.—The nomina- 


tion of a successor to Consul General 
Williams yesterday afternoon caused 
no surprise in official circles although 
it was not positively known outside the 
president and his immediate advisers 
that the consul to Havana had actually 
resigned until the name of Fitzhugh 
Lee of Virginia wus received by the 
senate. It has been known for some 
time that Mr. Williams was anxious to 
be relieved of the position of consul 
general and this fact has been men- 
tionwd several times in these dispatches. 
When Mr. Williams visited the United 
States last year, he tendered his resig- 
nation, but was persuaded to remain in 
oflice on account of tho then threat- 
ened seriousness of Cuban affairs. Mr. 
Williams had become obnoxious to the 
Spanish authorities in Havana on ac- 
count of hit vigorous manner of caring 
for the interests of this government 
and it was reported that he and Cap- 
tain General Campos had a personal 
quarrel in which strong words were 
used. In March last, Mr. Williams re- 
newed the expression of his desire to 
relinquish the post and it is said that 
he finally agreed to remain until a suc- 
cessor was appointed or until the end 
of the open season, that is until the 
present time. It has been claimed that 
one of the causes why Mr. Williams did 
not have the good will of the Spaniards 
was that his brother-in-law managed 
from the United States a West Indian 
express company suspected of carrying 
OQ an underground trade with the in- 
surgents. 


Insurgents* Friends More Hopeful. 
Gen. Lee's selection was not the re- 


sult of any conference with the sena- 
tors from Virginia. Senator Daniel is 
not in the city, having gone to the 
Monticello celebration. His colleague, 
Mr, Martin, knew nothing of the ap- 
pointment until the nomination was 
received by the senate. The selection 
is one of the president's own choice, 
Gen. 
Lee being one of his personal 


friends. There appears to be no politi- 
cal sponsor for him, and no one in con- 
gress who knew the bent of the presi- 
dential mind on this question. It is 
agreed on all sides that Gen. Lee will 
go to Havana in thorough accord with 
the president's views on matters per- 
taining to that island, and having the 
instinct of a military officer thoroughly 
implanted by years of service, will 
be capable of dealing with tlie subject 
of the rebellion there as the president 
desires it should be dealt with. Gen. 
Lee does not speak Spanish, but, aside 
from this, is said to be well fitted for 
the place, a man of strong determina- 
tion not easily turned aside from his 
purpose. 
Among the friends of the 


insurgents in this city the change is 
looked upon as meaning that thepresi- 
| dent is preparing to make some step in 
! the matter of the war in Cuba, and 
! some express the belief that Gen. Lee's 


I report of the situation may very likely 
' give the president ample reason to ex- 
tend the rights of belligerency to tho 
Cubans. 


Americans at Havana Greatly Pleased. 
Havana, April 14.—The American 


residents are greatly pleased by the 
nomination of Gen. Fitzhngh Lee as 
the successor of Ramon O. Williams, 
American consul general here. It is 
the opinion that Gen. Lee is a man of 
reputation and unquestioned Ameri- 
canism, and that he is the one for the 
place at this juncture. 


TO RESTRAIN THE TREASURY. 


Wm. Graves Wants Some of the U. 8. 


Bonds Alloteil to Morgan Jfc Co. 


Washington, April 14. —In the su- 


preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia William Graves of Kew York, 
through his counsel, has filed suit for 
a writ of injunction to restrain Secre- 
tary Carlisle from delivering to J. 
Pierpont Morgan & Co. the 84,500,000 
of the last issue of 4 per cent. United 
States bonds which were alloted to 
him. Graves alk-g'es that through the 
clerical negligence of the department 
tho notice of the acceptance of his bid 
was not properly addressed and, there- 
fore, did not reach him in time to per- 
mit of his making the requisite gold 
deposit within the time required, and 
that his requests for delay on this ac- 
count were improperly refused. Treas- 
ury officials state that their action 
was strictly in accordance with the 
terms upon which bids were invited, 
and they do not anticipate any embar- 
rassment from the action of the court.

ftadentand How States Can Have 


Independent Governments. 


New York, April 14.—No arrange- 


ments have been made ah yet for a 
public military display In honor of 
Marquis Yamagata, who arrived in 
this citv with his attendants over the 
New York Central last night. The 
little Japanese warrior Is delighted 
with his reception after entering New 
York state, and when seen at the 
Waldorf this morning expressed grati- 
fication for all the courtesies extended 
to him, and especially his reception by 
Gov. Morton at the executive mansion 
in Albany. "When I came to America 
before," he said, "I felt that I was among 
strangers. Now I feel that 1 am in a 
country where friends welcome me 
with wide opan arms. 
Instead of 


traveling as an unknown stranger, I 
have been made to feel that I am in- 
deed a welcome friend. 
How gratify- 


ing this is to me no words of mine can 
express. The depth of my apprecia- 
tion neither can words speak. But I 
do not see that I deserve the honors so 
lavishly showered upon me. I have 
done my duty only to my emperor and 
country. 
The humblest soldier of 


Japan did tho same. We did all we 
could for our country, no more, no 
less. My country fought a great fight 
and won. 
In common with all my 


country, I rejoice over the victory." 


Delighted with Hudson Scenery. 


The journey from Albany was of 


particular interest to tho Japanese 
party and they repeatedly spoke of the 
magnificent scenery along the Hudson. 
The general's party were in an obser- 
vation car on the end of tho special 
train, and the rapidity of the train 
greatly impressed the little general. 
Two or three times during the journey 
the engineer threw open the throle 
and the train went a clip never before 
experienced by the Japanese. They 
peered through the wide observation 
windows and with astonished looks, 
tried to gauge the speed of the flyer. 


Considered Grant a Great General. 


When the train reached West Point 


the speed was slackened so thatYama- 
gata might get a glimpse of the mili- 
tary school. 
At the mention of the 


name of West Point the marshal's face 
brightened up and he immediately re- 
called the name of Gen. Grant. He 
said he remembered Gen. Grant very 
•well, and thought him the greatest 
American he had ever met. 
"When 


Gen. Grant was on his trip around the 
world," said Yamagata, ''he visited Ja- 
pan. I was then a colonel in the army 
and was delegated as his escort while 
in my country. I have never forgotten 
him. He impressed me as being a noble 


I man and a great general." The mar- 


quis remained in his car throughout 
the trip, and was entertained by his 
physician, Dr. Hirai, who exercises a 
severe censorship over his patient's 
movements; Major Oshima, the chief 
of police of Japan, Japanese Consul 
General Miyacagawa, George E. Dan- 
iels and J. M. Toucey of the New York 
Central railroad.

State Government Bothers Him. 


In speaking of American institutions 


and American military affairs, Yama- 
gata shbwed a remarkable amount of 
knowledge. 
The one thing that trou- 


bled him, however, was individual gov- 
ernment by states. He did not clearly 
understand how each state could have 
individual government and all still be 
subject to one central government.

Garcia Gives His Reason for Jumping Ills

Pairaa, Cuban delegate, has received

Gen. Garcia: "To the people of the 
United States of America: I am fully 
aware of the obligation I have con- 
tracted to stand trial for my alleged 
violations of the laws of your country. 
I have not remained to face the conse- 
quences of my acts, simply because I 
feel that I have a higher duty to per- 
form as a soldier and a Cuban. Hav- 
ing fought for the independence of iny 
country for ten years, and having ever 
since promulgated the idea for which 
we then fought, I deem it my highest 
and holiest duty to fight and bleed, 
and, if necessary, die, to attain the in- 
dependence of my country. Should I 
fall my death will expiate, I hope, in 
your eyes, any possible offense for 
which I might have to stand trial 
there. Should I survive, I (five you my 
word, as a man and a soldier, to re- 
turn to your country and cheerfully 
abide by the consequences which the 
laws of the country may visit upon me. 
My conscience tells me that in this pro- 
ceeding I will satisfy the laws of jus- 
tice, and lam confident that the citi- 
zens of the L'uited States will so judge 
of my conduct.

SECRETARY MOORE'S REPORT. 
Statistics of tho Missionary Society of 


Connecticut for the Tear 1303. 


Hartford, April 14.—The annual re- 


port of the Missionary Society of Con- 
necticut and Fund for Ministers, as 
prepared by the secretary, Ptev. W. U. 
Moore, shows the receipts for 1895 to 
have been 88,237, an increase of $1,818 
over thrt previous year. One hundred 
and sixty-one of tho 318 churches made 
contributions to the society and there 
were 
legacies 
from 
twenty-two 


churches. 
Fifty-two churches were 


aided by grants in 1893. The average 
salary paid to their pastors by these 
churches was SMS. Nine general mis- 
sionaries were employed, one among 
Danes, one among Germans, one among 
Italians and six among Swedes. As 
fruits of this work, among foreigners, 
there are now eighteen churches, one 
German, two Danish and fifteen Swe- 
dish, with a total membership of 1,003. 
There was expended in this work in 
1895, $5,498.
